He made the observation at a 
press conference soon after Sena- 
tor Borah (Rep.), Idaho, had told 
the Senate no court vacancy exist- 
ed for Mr. Roosevelt to fill. The 
Senator contended a Justice could 
be separated from the court only 
by death, resignation or impeach- 
ment and that Justiec Willis Van 
Devanter’s retirement did not cre- 
ate a vacancy. 

The President would not com- 
ment directly on Borah’s conten- 
tion. But, in reply to questions, 
Mr. Roosevelt said he did ' ave the 
power to make an appointment 
now, or whenever he saw fit. He 
told reporters, however, that they 
would have no advance informa- 
tion on the nomination before it 
went to the Senate. 

Attorney-General Cummings had 
ruled the President could make a 
recess appointment and need not 
nominate a Justice before Congress 
adjourns. | 

Opinion of Borah.

A clarification of the bill to make 
sure there would be “no setting 
aside of collective bargaining agree- 
ments” when minimum wages and 
maximum hours were fixed by the 
Labor Standards Board, provided 
for in the biil. 

A prohibition against the board’s 
fixing any minimum wage in a lo- 
cality lower than those provided 
for in collective bargaining agree- 
ments also a provision that the 
board consider prevailing wages in 
the locality. Although differentials 
would be allowed, Green said the 


second amendment also would pro- 
hibit a minimum rate in one local- 
ity from discriminating against an- 
other locality. 

Elimination of the section which 
would put the wage-hour provisions 
of the Walsh-Healey Act, under 
which standards for Government 
contractors are fixed, under the 
supervision of the new board. 

Green said the Federation “will 
be for the bill with these amend- 
ments.” 

He did not say what stand the 
organization would take if the 
amendments failed. 

Responsible for Delay. 

Green assumed responsibility for 
a one day’s delay in hearings on 
the bill by the House Labor Com- 
mittee, but said he had requested 
the postponement, with White 
House knowledge, in order to ac- 
quaint the President with his pro- 
posed changes before submitting 
them to the committee. 

Before Green visited 
House the House Labor Committec 
had unexpectedly postponed consid- 
eration of the Wage-Hour Bill. 

Chairman Norton (Dem.), New

TO SCENE AT ONCE 


Navy Searcher Sighted 
Wreckage 20 Miles From 
Colon Light — 65 U. S. 
Flyers and Submarines 
Took Part in Hunt. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The 
Pan American-Grace Airways fly- 
ing boat, missing since last night 
on its flight from Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, to Balboa, Canal Zone, 
with 10 passengers and a crew of 


three, was reported found today 
“totally under water and with no 
sign of life,” about 30 miles north- 
east of Cristobal, Canal Zone. 

The report was received here 
by the War Department in a brief 
message from its military estab- 
lishment in Panama, which had 
been co-operating with the navy 
in a widespread search. 

Shortly afterwards, the Navy 
said the aircraft tender Teal had 
been ordered to place where the 
airliner submerged. 


Wreckage Sighted. 

A message to the Navy Depart- 
ment said a fleet air base plane 
also had sighted the missing 
plane. 

“Fleet air base plane sighted 
an engine section minus engine 
of missing plane about 265 de- 
grees, 20 miles from Colon break- 
water light,’’ the Navy message 
said. ‘‘No personnel or additional 
wreckage sighted. Search being 
continued for possible survivors.” 


A second message from the 
Army’s Canal Department placed 
the approximate position of the 
wreckage in the so-called Mosquito 
Gulf on the Atlantic side of Pan- 
ama. 

The message said the plane was 
located by Lieut. Adair of the Navy 
adding: “Ship badly damaged with 
no signs of survivors.” 

The message said a salvage crew 
expected to reach the plane wreck- 
age during the afternoon. 

Earlier, naval authorities in the 
Canal Zone had ordered out the 
submarines S-43, S-45, S46, to 
join other surface vessels and air- 
craft in the search of the airliner. 

In its last radio message to 
Panama, at 7:15 o’clock last night, 
the Pan American-Grace plane re- 
ported that it was circling down- 
ward because of overcast skies. 

“No Sign of Life.” 

The full text of the terse mes- 
Sage sent to the chief of Army Sig- 
nal Corps here by the signal officer 
of the Panama Canal Department 
said: “Missing Pan American plane 
located 30 miles northeast Cristobal. 
Totally under water. No sign of 
life.” 

The plane carried an ample sup- 
ply of rubber rafts. 

Late reports said the wrecked 
plane was partly afloat, with one 
wing entirely under water. Bag- 
gage was seen afloat nearby. 


War Deparzment officials ex- 
pressed the belief an army plane 
participating in the search for the 
missing air liner had made the re- 
port, but they were not advised as 
to this detail. 

The destroyers Babbitt and Tay- 
lor steamed from Balboa toward 
the point where the submerged 
airliner was seen. The destroyers, 
in canal transit at the time the re- 
port was received; hurried, under 
forced draft, toward the spot. 

Sixty-five United States army and 
navy planes flew over isthmus and 
coastline today in search of the 
plane.

TIETSIN, Aug. 3.—Japanese war- 
planes bombed the vanguard of the 
advancing Chinese armies today at 
Tehchow on the border of Hopeh 
and Shantung provinces 80 miles 
south of here. 3 

A column of Japanese infantry, 
supported by artillery and tanks, 
was pressing southward by forced 
marches to dispute the advance of 
the Central Chinese Ggvernment 
troops into Hopeh Province. 

While more reinforcements poured 
in from Manchoukuo, Japanese 
scouting ‘and bombing planes 
roamed over a wide area. 

After twice bombing Paotingfu, 
on the Peiping-Hankow Railroad 
southwest of Peiping in Hopeh 
Province, one fleet of Japanese 
planes proceeded south into the 
heart of Honan Province to view 
Chengchow, strategic rail junction 
and the most important Chinese 
military center in the 
Chinese air force concentrations 
there offered no resistance. 

Other planes scouted Tsinan, cap- 
ftal of Shantung Province, to the 
east. 


Seattered Fights Reported. 


Japan claims a special sphere of 
influence in the North China prov- 
ince and in a week of undeclared 
war has captured its two main 
cities—Tientsin and Peiping. 

The Japanese troops were report- 
ed to have reached a point 15 miles 
south of Tientsin, fighting scattered 
engagements as they advanced. 
Japanese headquarters’ reported, 
however, they had met no real re- 
sistance. 

The advance brought the Jap- 
anese within a few miles of the 
eastern column of the Twenty-ninth 
Chinese Army, now being reorgan- 
ized after defeats at Tientsin and 
along the line of the railroad to 
Peiping. 

The Japanese advance to the 
south was along the Tientsin-Pukow 
railroad, the same route the large 
bodies of troops ordered to the 
north by the Central Government 
were said to be following. The 
Tientsin-Pukow line bisects Shan- 
tung Province and is the Nanking 
Government's direct link with the 
north. 


Control of Hopeh Province. 


The Japanese movement to the 
south from Tientsin was the ma- 
terialization of the long-expected 
thrust to gain a front deep enough 
to assure strategical and military 
contro] of Hopeh Province. 

Scouting operations were report- 
ed in Shantung Province with 
Japanese bombers attacking as far 
south as Pingyuan, 30 miles below 
the Hopeh border. Observation 
planes were said to have flown 
over Tsinanfu, capital of Shantung 
Province and 200 miles south of 
Tientsin. 

Authoritative advices said the 
spearhead of the Chinese advance 
had reached Techow and that inde- 
pendent units had crossed the bor- 
der into Hopeh Province to bolster 
the reorganization of the Twenty- 
ninth army. 

The approach of the two armies 
south of Tientsin turned virtually 
all sections of Hopeh Province into 


a field of operations. To the north |

ACQUITTED OF CHARGE 
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SEWER LIQUIDATOR’S 
ATTORNEY PLANS TO RESIGN 


Former Lawyer for 
Group Would Prevent Criticism 
for Previous Affiliation. 


George Barnett, attorney for Wil- 
liam Tegethoff, liquidator of the 
old Ralph law sewer districts in 
St. Louis County, said to a 


Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he would resign shortly in order to 
save Tegethoff from any embar- 
rassment over Barnett’s former po- 
sition as counsel for taxpayers in 
the districts. 

The four Circuit Judges of St. 
Louis County, en banc, approved 
Barnett’s appointment, about Jan. 
1, 1935, the lawyer pointed out. 
Barnett formerly represented the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association, 
which led the fight against the 
Ralph law. Tegethoff has been 
criticised for employing Barnett be- 
cause of this. Barnett denied that 
there was justification for the criti- 
cism. 

No successor has been chosen, 
Barnett said. The Circuit Court, en 
banc, will have to approve appoint- 
ment of the successor. Three of 
the Judges now are on vacation. 
Barnett’s pay has been $200 a 
month. As was reported in the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday, Assistant 
Attorney-General Edward H. Miller 
has recommended that Tegethoff 
be required by Gov.

$224,480 OF DELINQUENT 
TAXES PAID DURING JULY 


Heavier Payments in August Are 
Expected by City Collector 
William F. Baumann. 
Delinquent taxes collected during 
July amounted to $224,480, bringing 
the total delinquent payments this 
year to $4,127,845, City Collector 
William F. Baumann announced 

today. 

Of the total, the city’s share is 
$1,774,973, the balance having been 
paid for State, school and other 
taxes. Mayor Dickmann has indi- 
cated, however, that the delinquent 
collections will have to total $7,000,- 
000 if the special taxes provided for 
in bills now in committee for re- 
consideration by the Board of Al- 
dermen, are not to be assessed 
after October. 

While delinquent collections in 
July were small, the period during 
which 75 per cent of the penalties 
may be remitted will continue 
through Aug. 31, and Baumann ex- 
pects heavy payments at the end of 
this month.

REPORT FORD PLANS 
BiG PLANT IN COUNTY 


Owner of Land Near Mississip- 
pi-Meramec Junctions Dis- 
closes Negotiations. 


Acting upon an unconfirmed re- 
port that the Ford Motor Co. con- 
templates building a large assembly 
plant in the southeastern corner of 
St. Louis County, near the junction 
of the Mississippi and Meramec 
Rivers, Judge William E. Lauer of 
the St. Louis County Court has 
written the Ford company that the 
county will pave one mile of Fine 
road as an entrance to the proposed 
plant when and if contracts for a 
plant are let. 

Judge Lauer told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that G. F. Wood- 
Smith, owner of Wood-Smith 
Farms, at the junction of the Mer- 
amec and the Mississippi, appeared 
informally before the County Court 
early last month and sought to have 
the members of the court commit 
themselves to paving a mile of Fine 
road. 

Wood-Smith stated, Judge Lauer 


said, that the Ford Motor Co. had 
paid earnest money on 300 acres 
owned by him and others, including 
part of the Hillcrest Country Club, 
which is on Wood-Smith Farms, 
Wood-Smith added, Judge Lauer 
told the reporter, that the Ford 
company planned to combine the 
activities of the assembly plant now 
operated here at 4100 Forest Park 
avenue and one in Kansas City. A 
factor in the selection of a site on 
the river was a desire by the com- 
pany to use water transportation, 
Wood-Smith told the Judges. 

In his letter to the Ford com- 
pany, on July 26, Judge Lauer stat- 
ed that the county desired “to go 
on record” as being ready to pave 
Fine road with a 20-foot concrete 
slab for a distance of one mile if 
contracts were let for the plant 
buildings.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 3.—A 
plan to stagger or rotate the ap- 
pointments of Legislators to the 
Sttae Revision Commission, set up 
by the 1937 Legislature to provide 
lucrative political jobs for 16 of its 
members, is being considered by 
Gov, Stark. The effect would be to 
dilute the “gravy” authorized by 
the revision bill but at the same 
time permit distribution of portions 
to a greater number of Legisiators. 

The Governor said he was consid- 
ering appointment of Legislators to 
the Revision Commission in groups, 
for particular phases of the com- 
mission’s work, instead of appoint- 
ing 16 to serve for the full period 


of the commission’s designated task, 
which is to prepare bills for revi- 
sion of the State statutes, to be 
submitted to the decennial law re- 
vision session of the Legislature in 
1939. ° 
On this basis, it was said, 16 mem- 
bers, or a part of the full member- 
ship of 16, might be appointed to 
serve for one-third of the time or 
until an allotted task was per- 
formed; another like group might 
be appointed for another period, 
and a third group for the remain- 
der. The question of making the 
appointments in this manner, and 
how they shall be rotated, is sub- 
ject to conferences to be held by 
the Governor with Legislators on 
whether this may be done’ under 
the act, the Governor said. 
_ $80,000 Appropriation. 
The Revision Commission bill 
was known as one of the big 
“gravy” measures of the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, because of 
the mumber of appointments it 
would provide for members without 
greatly taxing their efforts or time 
while serving.

SHIFT OF FOREST 
SERVICE OPPOSED 
BY FORMER CHIE 


W. B. Greeley Says Reor- 
ganization Bill Would 
Give President Power to 
Abolish Activity. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—W. B. 
Greeley, former Forest Service 
chief, urged a Senate Committee 
today to withhold authority for 
the President to transfer the serv- 
ice from the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Greeley testified the administra- 
tion’s Government reorganization 
bill would give the President power 
to shift the service, abolish it al- 
together or “dismember it like Po- 
land and scatter its fragments 
about the Government generally.” 

Now secretary of the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association, Greeley 
headed the Government’s forestry 
work from 1920 to 1928. 

He told the Senate Committee on 
reorganization he feared the serv- 
‘ice would be transferred partly be- 


.| cause of a proposal in the reorgani- 


zation bill to “rechristen” the De- 
partment of Interior as the Depart- 
ment of Conservation. 
Transfer Was Intimated. 
An official of the Interior De- 
partment, he added, had testified 
at a recent House hearing that the 


transfer of the service to the In- 
terior Department would “further” 
the President's reorganization 
plans. 

Greeley said “the most destruc- 
| tive provision” of the bill was a 
section to give the President power 
to appoint the heads of all “policy 
determining” agencies. 

This, he contended, would “take 
the heart out of the technical and 
professional services of the Govern- 
ment” by “doing away with promo- 
tion through civil service to more 


responsible positions.” 

Committee Chairman Byrnes 
(Dem.), South Carolina, and Senate 
Majority Leader Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, protested that unless the 
President could change key posi- 
tions by appointment, they might 
get “out of step” with policies, 

Yale Professor Approves Power. 

H. H. Chapman, professor of for- 
estry at Yale University and presi- 
dent of the Society of American 
Foresters, also opposed giving the 
President power to transfer the 
forest service. 

He contended it might “be torn 
to pieces.”

Attorney Says It Is ‘‘Only

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TWO GIRLS KILLED 
IN ROOF-T0-ROOF JUMP 


Fall Through Netting, Are 
Wedged in Opening Be- 
tween 5-Story Buildings. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Two 10- 
year-old girls attempting to jump 
from the roof of one building to 
that of another a foot below, 
plunged yesterday through a tar- 
covered wire netting and fell to the 
bottom of an opening between the 


two five-story buildings which 
tapers from 22 inches wide at the 
top to 12 inches at the bottom. 

One girl, Lorraine Chinchar, who 
was rescued after a half hour, by 
a policeman lowered fromthe roof 
by a rope, died in New York Hos- 
pital of a fractured skull. 

Her companion, Marilyn Mur- 
phy, kept alive by a young interne, 
who insisted on being lowered from 
the roof to where the girl lay 
wedged, died in a hospital several 
hours later. 

The interne, Dr. Phillip Zoller, 
of the Flower-Fifth Avenue Hospi- 
tal, remained with her for an hour 
and 50 minutes until police and 
fireman broke through a_ 16-inch 
wall. 

Dr. Zoller, a recent graduate of 
the New York University College 
of. Medicine, arrived at the scene 
about the same time as police and 
firemen. 

Rescue of the Girls.

Patrolman Gossman made a re- 
turn trip to the bottom of the open- 
ing and found that the Murphy girl 
was wedged tightly in such posi- 
tion that he could not move her.

The Iron Column. 


One of the stories carried to in- 
surgent lines by prisoners concerns 
the Columna de Hierro (Iron Col- 
umn) from Valencia. 

Said to be composed largely of 
former convicts, this column once 
was disarmed and returned to Va- 
lencia because of lack of discipline, 
according to the accounts. 

The column was reorganized and 
rushed into the mountains again to 
start the recent offensive.

TWICE BEATEN,

most side by side than Ranger 
began to foot out faster than the 
British boat, and at the Same time 
to work up under her lee bow. 
Just 11 minutes after she tacked 
under Endeavour’s lee bow, Ran 
had worked close enough and far 
enough ahead to sluice a current of 
backwind up into the lee side of En- 
deavour’s sails, and Sopwith had 
to bring his boat about and make q 
short hitch to the southward to 
clear his wind. That tack finished 
him. When he came about again 
after four minutes of it, Ranger, 
working into a freshening breeze, 
was far ahead. When he started 
after the American boat again, 
Ranger was pointing decidedly 
higher, and in a few minutes of 
sailing Endeavour sagged down a}- 
most into Ranger’s wake, although 
she was so far astern that Ranger's 
backwind was no longer a prob- 
legn. 
Big Change in 10 Minutes. 

In the short space of about 10 
minutes Endeavour had turned 
from a leading boat into a beaten 
boat, and from then on went all 
to pot. 

When Ranger tacked offshore at 
2:15 and was unable to point quite 
high enough to lay, it was En- 
deavour’s cue to stand on far 
enough on the port tack so she’d 
be sure to lay it when she came 
about. But Sopwith miscalculated, 
tacked too soon and had to make a 
short extra hitch and made a wide 
turn of the buoy. 


Ranger had rounded the buoy at 
2:27:03, and Endeavour made it at 
2:37:28. The British boat had lost 
10 and a half minutes in about five 
miles, and for no reason that was 
apparent from the sidelines. Having 
rounded the mark, she lost some 
more time, apparently through 
sheer inertia. Ranger had rounded 


with thé big quad jib she'd carried 


| on the wind, and had set a big 


staysail under it immediately to 
help her along. Endeavour rounded 
with her smaller working squad jib 
and a small staysail on, and for 
nearly 15 minutes she cruised along 
under the small heausails, making 
slow time, while Ranger streaked 
out into the mist ahead of her. At 
last it occurred to somebody aboard 
Endeavour that it would be a good 
idea to fill up the fore triangular 
with some more sail, and a big 
reaching Genoa jib was set. The 
blue boat started to move then, 
but it was much too late. Ranger 
was a good two and a half miles 
ahead, literally hull down over the 
horizon from the deck of the Brit- 
ish boat. 

The rest of the race was un- 
eventful. Ranger made the second 
leg, a 10-mile reach, at a speed of a 
little less than 10 knots and the 
third at a slightly better pace, 
averaging better than 10 knots 
for the 2 miles. Endeavour, 
thanks partly to the delay in 
setting a big jib, lost nearly six 
minutes to her on the second leg, 
rounding 16:18 minutes astern of 
Ranger. On the final leg she did 
better, and lost only 2:14, finishing 
at 4:40:05, 18 minutes, 32 seconds 
after Ranger. 

Both DBoats got a thunderous 
ovation from the spectator fleet.

Her headsails didn’t seem to be as 
efficiently trimmed most of the 
time as were Ranger’s. Her crew 
got the sheets in smartly when 
tacking, but the adjustment wasn’t 
always perfect, according to some 
of the critics, especially in from 
the weather mark. There were 
times on the windward leg when 
Endeavour’s helmsman seemed to be 


pinching her, and the crew cer- 
tainly was slow with the big jib 
after rounding the weather mark. 

All these criticisms are easy to 
make when you sit on the sidelines 
and watch the boats from a dis- 
tance.

F Tommy Farr, British Empire champion and challenger of Joe 
i Louis, is anything more than an imported cheese, you'll never 

learn it from Tommy Loughran, one of the shiftiest light-heavy- 
weights in the country, during his heyday. 


Loughran adds his testimony to 
the increasing evidence tending 
to show that the man who meets 
Louis on Aug. 26 is just another 
one of those British heavyweights 
who have for decades been the 
jest of the fight world. 

Loughran’s right to speak igs 
based on the fact that 18 months 
ago in London, when he was 32 
years old, he fought Farr and 


the official ruling was a verdict 
for Farr on points. Despite this 
defeat Loughran rates Farr very 
low and sums him up substanti- 
ally as follows, in an interview 
with Gordon Cobbledick:

Louis can stop him 
with a punch /and name _ the 
round, minute and corner in 
which he'll do it.”

ELL, well! If Loughran is 

right, Farr must be bad. It’s 
about the first time Loughran, a 
kindly fellow toward members of 
his profession, has rushed into 
print with any sour notes about 
a boxer. 

Probably Loughran is still a bit 
bitter about the treatment he re- 
ceived abroad, for he still insists 
that the decision rendered against 
him was a home referee’s verdict. 

Still, you inquire, isn’t it a fact 
that Farr not only beat Loughran, 
but he beat Bob Olin, Max Baer 
and Walter Neusel? And didn't 
he knock out Neusel in three 
rounds where Max Schmeling re- 
quired eight? 

Tommy had the answer for all 
these. It appears that Loughran 
Saw the Olin fignt and said Bob 
had Farr on the floor twice and 
badly outpointed him. Olin de- 
served but did not get the verdict. 
Loughran says Baer, besides be- 
ing washed up, has. very bad 
hands and he openly accuses 
Neusel of taking a dive to Farr. 

The only virtue Loughran con- 
cedes Farr is courage. “The boy 
is game and that’s all I'll give 
him,” Loughran said.

Exchange of Letters Expected to Improve

LONDON, Aug. 3.—An exchange 


of personal messages of friendship 
between the heads of the British

A letter from Premier Musso- 
lini to Prime Minister Chamberlain 
was delivered to complete the ex- 
change.

Relations betwen Italy and Brit- 
ain have been cool in recent years, 
at times badly strained, because 
of the conflict of interests in the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea and 
a series of diplomatic issues. Brit- 
ish officials expressed belief this 
might be ended now. 

Delivered By Grandi. 

Mussolini’s reply to Chamberlain 
was delivered by Count Dino Gran- 
di, Italian Ambassador to London. 

Contents of the letter were not 
disclosed but authoritative sources 
said it was “couched in cordial 
tones and reciprocated the tone of 
oe message to Musso- 
ini.” 

Chamberlain’s letter had been 
interpreted generally as a frank 
gesture to Italy that Great Brit- 
ain would welcome its friendship. 


Authoritative sources said the ex- 
change of notes opened the way for 
further British-Italian negotiations 
and may have made possible a new 
four-Power pact to replace the de- 
funct Locarno Treaty. 

Officials hinted that treaty dis- 
cussions may be resumed next 
month -when Parliament reconvenes 
after the summer recess and Cab- 
inet Ministers return to London. 

Better feeling was shown also by 
an announcement that $ Italian 
newspaper men, withdrawn from 
London before the coronation of 
King George VI would return.

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WOMAN TELLS SOVIET 
WHAT AILS INDUSTRY 


Factory Heroine Blames Man- 
agers in Detailed Charges 
Printed in Pravda.

MOSCOW, Aug. 3. — Yevdokia 
Vinogradova, a 23-year-old woman 
who was awarded the Order of 
Lenin last year for operating 216 
looms ‘in a textile factory, returned 
home a few days ago from an in- 
dustrial academy, where she has 
been studying. For twe days she 
took over her old job. 


Yesterday she wrote a letter to 
Pravda, Communist party news- 
paper, criticising Soviet industry 
more trenchantly than anything the 
paper has printed in many months. 
Instead of vague charges of bu- 
reaucracy and sabotage, her letter 
told what was wrong with the fac- 
tory, which is at Vichuga, near 
Ivanovo, and is one of the Soviet 
Union’s largest textile factories. 

According to Yevdokia, the girls 
in the factory operate the looms 
at a temperature of 98 degrees. A 
new ventilator, costing 45,000 rubles, 
pours water instead of air into the 
factory. A large percentage of 
looms are so broken down that 
they stand idle, and spare parts 
are unavailable. 

Drinking water in the factory is 
always boiling, she wrote. The fac- 
tory’s last shower was recently re- 
moved, and a club and park, sup- 
posedly installed for the workers, 
is uncared for and is patronized 
only by drunkards. 

Vichuga’s stores so badly 
that 
the loom operators, after a hard 
day’s work, must travel 35 miles to 
commodities as 
tea, sugar, sausages and white 
flour. The town has its own bakery, 
but is sells stale bread. 

Yevdokia Vinogradova enjoys a 
fame as a Soviet worker second 
only to that of Alexis Stakhanov, 
the coal miner who invented the 
speed-up system. Besides the award 
of -the Order of Lenin, she has 
been honored by large statues all 
over the country, the latest of which 
was erected on the banks of the 
recently opened Moscow - Volga 
canal. 

“We could not only fulfill our 
plan but exceed it,’ she wrote, “if 
they would only clean up their 
mess. It is up to the directors.”

JAPAN REJEGTS 
SOVIET DEMAND ON 
GUNSULATE RAID 


Refuses to Punish Men 
Who Wrecked Building 
at Tientsin During Battle 


or to Pay Damages.

MOSCOW, Aug. 3—Japan rejected 


last night a Soviet protest against 


the wrecking of the Russian con-' 
sulate at Tientsin while Japanese! 


troops were fighting Chinese snipers 
in the North China battle zone. 

The Japenese Ambassador to Mos- 
cow, Mamoru Shigemitsu, told the 
Russian Foreign Office that his 
Government could not comply with 
the Russidn demands that the 
raiders be punished, property seized 
by them returned and compensation 
paid for the damages. 

The Soviet charged the attack 
was made by White Russians, who 
are opposed to the Soviet, and was 
organized by the Japanese intelli- 
gence service. ‘ 

“Japan has no interest in troubles 
between the Russians,” the Ambas- 
sador said, pointing out that the 
raid was executed by White Rus- 
sians and denying that Japanese in- 


telligence men had organized the 
attack. 


Formal Protest Filed. 


Verbal representations were made 
to the Japanese Embassy in Mos- 
cow, while a formal protest was 
filed with the Japanese Government 
in Tokio. Soviet officials said their 
protest was “determined” but gave 
no indication as to how far they 
would carry the demands. 

The incident added further strain 


to the relations between the two/| 


governments since Russian and Jap- 
anese troops clashed in June over 
the islands in the Amur River, 
northeastern frontier of Manchou- 
kuo and Siberia. 

Chinese circles declared that 
Russia has been strictly neutral] in 
the North China warfare as far 
as aid to China was concerned, al- 
though the Soviet was sympathetic 
to the Chinese Government. 

The Tass (Russian) News Agency 
in a dispatch from Tientsin, de- 
clared that White Russian guards 
executed the raid as “agents of the 
Japanese intelligence service under 
a Japanese staff officer, Major 
Taki.” 

“A band of. White guards and 
Japanese in civilian clothes,’ Tass 
reported, loaded the property of the 
consulate on trucks and carried it 
off “in the direction of the Japan- 
ese concession” while Japanese 
troops stood by guarding the area. 


Japan’s Reply. 


The Japanese answer to the Rus- 
sian demand for complete satisfac- 
tion declared that the raid occurred 
in a quarter over which Japanese 
had no control and that the raiders 
were all Russians who apparently 
took advantage of the confusion to 
attack the consulate. 

The Ambassador said that the 
raid took place during the fighting 
between Japanese and Chinese for 
control of the city and added that 
Japanese, at the time, were occu- 
pied only in trying to restore order. 

A communique issued by the 
Soviet Foreign Office declared “in- 
asmuch as at the time of the attack,

BANK OF FRANCE LOWERS 
ITS REDISCOUNT RATE 


Credit Eased to Permit Franc to 
Find Its Own Exchange 
Level.* 

By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Aug. 3—The Bank of 


France lowered its rediscount rate 
today from 5 to 4 per cent. 

Thus the bank eased credit for 
the second time within a month, 
following the Government’s action 
in setting the franc free to find its 
own downward level. The franc 
at the time was steady, at about 
26.67 to the dollar, later strengthen- 
ing to 26.655. 

Interest on loans on securities 
was reduced from 6 to 5 per cent 
and on 30-day loans, from 5 to 4 
per cent. In each case the reduc- 
tions amounted to 2 per cent since 
the devaluation of June 30. 

Financiers believed the action 
meant that bank experts were con- 
fident the franc could keep its pres- 
ent level and that recent economies 
by the Government would go a long 
way toward stabilizing public  fi- 
nances.

Passes Cochran’s Bill for Gradual 
Elimination of Such Issues 
by Mint.

Jewish World Congress Told 
British Are to Blame for 
lis of Holy Land.

ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 3.— 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president of 
the World Zionist Organization and 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
charged Britain tonight with ree 
sponsibility for the Holy Land’s 

ills. 

Dr. Weizmann told the 20th Zion- 
ist World Congress here that the 
British plan to parcel Palestine in- 
to sovereign Jewish and Arab 
states and a mandated sector was 
based on a “fundamental miscon- 
ception.” 

The difficulty, he declared, could 
be traced to “half-hearted adminis- 
tration which failed to ake a seri- 


ous attempt” to carry out the mane

An atmosphere of strong opposi- 
tion to the British Royal Commis- 
sion’s plan, up before the League 
of Nations Mandates Commission 
at Geneva, prevailed at the open- 
ing sessions of the Congress. 

Dr. Weizmann denied what he 
said was the main British “thesis” 
—that the present mandate is “ine 
herently unworkable.” 

Menachen Ussishkin, veteran 
leader of the Zionist movement, des- 
ignated to preside over the 481 dele- 
gates from 30 countries, is president 
of the Jewish National Front of 
Jerusalem and is a leader of the 
Jewish opposition to the British 
plan. He was nominated yesterday 
afternoon in a session of the Zion- 
ist Genral Council by Dr. -Weiz 
mann. 

Ussishkin’s opposition to the par- 
tition plan was shared by the Mis- 
rachi (Othodox) Zionists whose 
world conference went on record in 
its final session here yesterday as 
“unalterably opposed” to the 
scheme, 

The problem was considered so 
grave that the Zionist General 
Council decided to recommend that 
the congress abandon its traditional 
open debate and consider the issue 
in executive session as a political 
commission tomorrow. 

The Iabor group, dominant at the 
congress, was expected along with 
the West European group to press 
for complete rejection of the Brit- 
ish plan on the ground that the 
proposed Jewish state would allow 
no sort of expansion. 

The East European group, not- 
ably represented by the Polish 
Jews, was, on the other hand, in 
favor of any scheme that would 
permit continuance of some form 
of free immigration into Palestine,

How State Auditor Forrest Smith Plays

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
UR State Auditor, Forrest Smith, 
seems to delight in handing out politi- 
cal bunk, heedless of its consequences. 

Last fall, a few days before the elec- 
tion in which he was a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself, he took advantage of his 
position in the old-age administration set- 
up to make use of the list of recipients of 
assistance to write each of them a letter 
in which he strongly intimated to these 
unfortunates that if he were not re 
elected, further assistance might not be 
forthcoming, since in that latter event, 
it might pass from his extremely sym- 
pathetic hands into hostile ones. 

This letter, of course, caused deep ap- 
prehension to every recipient thereof. It 
came from a public official who had been 
mailing them their checks, and must be 
considered authentic. He held the fate 
of future assistance in his hands. There 
was only one thing to do—to work for 
the re-election of Smith, and that was 
exactly what he expected his unwarranted 
letter to do for him. 

This action may have had something to 
do with Smith’s elimination from further 
administrative particjpation in old-age 
assistance under the terms of the new 
act passed by the last Legislature, since 
this latter act was said to be aimed to 
keep out politics. 

But Smith was not to be so summarily 
left out. Oh, no. He was still the “big 


THE SUPREME COURT VACANCY. 


Is another controversy between the Senate and the 
President over the Supreme Court in the making? 
The question is suggested by the current maneuvers 
over the procedure for filling the seat vacated with 
the retirement June 2 of Justice Van Devanter. 

What is in Mr. Roosevelt’s mind on this point has 
not been announced to the public. It would seem, 
however, from the nature of the information sought 
of the Attorney-General, that a recess appointment is 
at least under consideration. In any event, Mr. 
Cummings ruled yesterday that in his opinion an ap- 
pointment could be made at any time, regardless of 
whether Congress is in session. 

Coincident with this, Senator Vandenberg, Repub- 
lican of Michigan, offered a resolution asserting it 
to be “the sense of the Senate” that the President 
should make Supreme Court appointments only when 
Congress is in session. He explained that his pur- 
pose was to have the Senate inform the President 
that it felt it could not pass a free judgment upon 
a Supreme Court nominee if, at the time of the vote 
to confirm, the appointee was already a member of 
the court, taking part in its deliberations. 

It is easy to understand Senator Vandenberg’s ap- 
prehension. The administration's half-year fight to 
make over the Supreme Court on a wholesale scale, 
now happily brought up short, demonstrated how 
little Mr. Roosevelt thought of the supreme bench 
as an independent branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Even so, the question arises whether the Sen- 
ate would be making the right move in telling the 
President when to make a Supreme Court appoint- 
ment. The Constitution gives the appointing power 
to the executive; it is up to him to exercise it. 

But it is obvious that the President should make 
h:s appointments in such a way as not to incur the 
displeasure of the body which must confirm them. If 
that is true as a general proposition, it is especially 
true with respect to a Supreme Court appointment 
by Mr. Roosevelt after his long-drawn-out battle 
with the Senate over the packing bill. 

There is little reason to question the constitu- 
tionality of permitting the Van Devanter vacancy to 
continue to exist until after adjournment, to be 
filled then by a recess appointment, subject to con- 
firmation when Congress meets again in January. 
Twelve recess Supreme Court appointments have been 
made upon the advice of a line of Attorneys-General. 
But there is always the possibility of rejection by 
tLe Senate; Washington elevated Justice John Rut- 
ledge to be head of the court by a recess appointment 
only to have it fail of confirmation in the Senate, 
after Rutledge had served for several months. 
Senator Ashurst, who led the administration's fight 


for the court bill in the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
summed up the situation in words the layman will 
readily understand. Mr. Cummings’ opinion, he said, 
is “good law,” but “a wise man would not take his 
seat (on the court) until confirmed by the Senate.”

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Good News From the Farm 


With weather better than average this season, exceptional yields are reported in most 
areas; big wheat crop is timely, for Canadian production is low and Europe's 
supply is short; large addition is thus made to national income, farm papers point 
out, and it is all mew wealth; all lines of business certain to get a healthy stimulus.

| Toe biggest business news is the weather 


news, and that’s good—better than aver- 

age. The weather is never absolutely ideal 
everywhere. But this season it has been 
favorable to a greater extent and over wider 
areas than usual. 

But the liberal supply of moisture brings 
its penalties, too, and the farmer has seldom 
had as hard a fight to keep ahead of the 
weeds, and to hold in check the many in- 
sects and plant disease pests. Grasshoppers 
have taken heavy toll in some places, and 
the last has not been heard from them; 
chinch bugs did. considerable damage in 
spotted areas, and army worms are begin- 
ning to appear. The bugs thrive and mul- 
tiply in such a season. So do plant dis- 
eases, and the rust attack on wheat and 
other small grains is not surprising. Yet 
it will be a big crop year, if the weather 
continues just fairly favorable during the 
next few weeks. 

Measured in dollars, corn is the most im- 
portant crop. It promises a yield of around 
2,500,000,000 bushels, a whacking good crop, 
but by no means the largest on record. Five 
times this country has produced corn yields 
of over three billion bushels.. Farmers in 
regions where corn prospects are best are 
talking 60-cent corn, but the professional 
traders are not in agreement. In the fu- 
tures market, new corn (December con- 
tracts) is being bought and sold at 75 to 
80 cents, which is about in line with the 
general level of commodity prices.

Wheat yield is pegged at around 880,000.,- 
000 bushels, that is, all wheat, winter and 
spring combined. . If it comes up to that, it 
will be one of our big crops, and needed. 
For Canada will produce only about half 
as much wheat as the record for that coun- 
try, and Europe is short on wheat. Per- 
haps this crop will enable us to regain a 
foothold in world markets. Domestic needs 
in this country run around 600,000,000 bush- 
els. The final outcome of the wheat crop 
is still in doubt, however, since threshing re- 
turns, revealing the extent of rust damage, 
are by no means complete, and the spring 
crop remains to be made. 

It is of interest to note that farmers are 
disposed to sell wheat at present prices. 
They have been receiving $1.10, or there- 
abouts, up or down a dime from that figure 
as to quality, weight, condition and time of 
selling. They figure that a good price, under 
any conditions, as it is. On one day re- 
cently, the terminal markets of this country 
received the tremendous total of about 16,- 
000,000 bushels of new wheat! Wheat this 
year is a real money-maker for _ those get- 
ting decent yields. 

Oats promise a moderate crop, something 
over a billion bushels, which is under the 
average of the past five years. 

If farmers build up some reserve stocks 
of grains, and hold on to them, as so many 
say they intend to do, the supply of feed 
grains will not be too large, in spite of 
relatively iow livestock population. Cribs and 
bins are now empty as never before. 

These crops coming out of the soil—that’s 
new wealth. All new wealth. It’s wealth 
that didn’t before exist. We measure this new 
wealth in dollars, because it is the only con- 


venient way we have of measuring it. But 
that doesn’t portray its real significance. It 
means the American people will be well fed 
for at least another year, which means more 
than everything else put together. 

We have never had complete crop failure 
in this country. We have no conception of 
what it would mean. But if we should have, 
just once, a year in which many might part 
with all they possess for food, then we would 
begin to have a better understanding of 
what this new wealth springing from the 
soil really means, not in dollars but in the

well-being of a great people. New wealth 
is an addition to total wealth. That is the 
farmer’s contribution from year to year. 

Unless something unexpected intervenes, 
this crop year promises to be one of the 
best from the standpoint of total income 
that farmers and livestock producers in 
the United States have had in a long time. 
Many factors point in this direction. 

First among them is the generally healthy 
business outlook. Despite strikes in recent 
months, payroll totals have remained at the 
best levels in years. Automotive manufac- 
ture, steel production, farm implements, gen- 
eral building, transportation, air-conditioning 
and production of electricity and electrical 
equipment are some of the lines that have 
bright prospects.

Prospects of larger harvests of field crops 
also are encouraging. Indications are that 
nearly the whole country will share in them, 
which means that farmers as a class will 
all have products from which to derive an 
income for the purchase of the things they 
need. Markets also promise to be satisfac- 
tory, as it will take.more than one good 
crop to overcome all the bullish influence of 
existing shortages on prices. Furthermore, 
reasonable reductions in feed costs will be 
to the advantage of livestock producers. 

Another helpful angle of increased crops 
will be their stimulating effect on transpor- 
tation and industry. One of the sore spots 
of recent years has been that, while com- 
modity prices were advancing, production 
shortages have limited the number of men 
that could be employed in such lines as 
processing, transportation and distribution. 
A good crop should do a lot toward re- 
lieving unemployment. All in all, the out- 
look, barring labor strife and the possible 
unfavorable effect of continued unbalanced 
budgets and further increases in public in- 
debtedness, is mighty hopeful.

RESULTS SURVEYED 


College Reports of 900 Stu- 
dents in Experiment Are 
Up to Average. 


A nation-wide experiment in “une 
shackling” the curricula of high 
schools to fit the courses and the 
instruction to the life needs of the 
student, has ended its fifth year 
the 
opinion of some members of the 
Progressive Education Association, 


John Burroughs School in St. 
Louis County is one of 30 public 
and private secondary schools pare 
ticipating in the innovation. Dr. 
Wilford M. Aiken, former director 
of the school and now a teacher in 
Ohio State University, is chairman 
of the association’s committee in 
charge of the undertaking. 

The first judgment on the experi- 
ment is now possible, as the stu- 
dents who started in high school 
under the new plan recently have 
finished their first year of college. 
How 900 students, graduates of the 
30 schools with courses outside of 
the standardized units in languages, 
mathematics, history, English and 
science, became adjusted to college 
life and requirements in compari- 
son with other students in conven- 
tional training was taken as a 
measurement. 

The students were admitted to 147 
colleges and universities without en- 
trance examinations and without 
having fulfilled the usual entrance 
requirements. They were instructed 
chiefly along lines of their own 
choosing, reflecting personal inter- 
est and aptitudes. 

The experimental students, with- 
out benefit of Cicero, or the Pytha- 
gorean Proposition, received as 
good grades on the average as their 
classmates, a fact regarded by some 
educational leaders as a negative, 
rather than positive, virtue. Others, 
however, take encouragement from 
the report that the special students 
won a higher percentage of A’s and 
B’s, as well as D’s. 

Dr. Aiken and others directing 
the new venture believe it is too 
early to judge the results accurate- 
ly. The first year is only a part of 
college experience, and grades mere- 
ly one way of recording achieve- 
ment, they say. The adjustments 
and accomplishments of many of 
the 900 students will be studied by a 
special evaluating committee, head- 
ed by Dr. Ralph W. Tyler, also of 
the Ohio State University faculty. 
This committee will consider the 
intangibles of personal development, 

Explaining the aims of the ex- 
periment, Dr. Aiken said in New 
York, “There shouldn’t be a great 
gap between the colleges and the 
high schools. We’re trying to look 
upon the school and the college as 
a continuous experience. Many of 
the 30 high schools submit the rec- 
ords of their students a year before 
admission to college. They ask the 
advice of the college regarding the 
student’s plan of work in the senior 
year.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 3. — Stocks 


straddied the price fence in today’s 
market and trends were highly con- 
tradictory. 

Coppers, rubbers and specialties 
attracted followings for gains of 
fractions to a point or more at one 
time, but losses of as much were 
plentiful among yesterday’s buoyant 
steels and motors, Rails displayed 
weakness from the start. 

News, marketwise, was soniewhat 
spotty. Individual issues found stim- 
ulation in bright earnings state- 
ments while others were depressed 
by lower profit margins. 

Although the wage-hour em- 
broglio in Congress was watched 
closely, as were Far Eastern war 
rumblings, it was believed ques- 
tionable whether these develop- 
ments inspired any important sell- 
ing. 

Volume picked up on the churn- 
ing movement, with several low- 
priced issues accounting for much 
of the expanded turnover. Trans- 
fers were in the neighborhood of 
950,000 shares. 

Issues on the topside the greater 
part of the session—some slipped 
at the last—included Anaconda, 
Kennecott, Cerro de Pasco, Phelps 
Dodge, National Lead, Inspiration 
Copper, Calumet & Hecla, Goodyear, 
Firestone, N. Y. Shipbuilding, Elec- 
tric Boat, Marine Midland, National 
Supply, Crown Zellerbach, Interna- 
tional Paper & Power common and 
preferred, Interlake Iron, American 
Can, American Bank Note, Ameri- 
can Locomotive and Radio. 

About unchanged to well under 
water were U. S. Steel, Bethlehem, 
Republic, Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube, National Steel, General Mo- 
tors, C@hrysler, Motor Products, 
Woolworth, Sears Roebuck, J. I. 
Case, Deere, Boeing, Douglas Air- 
craft, du Pont, General Electric, 
Texas Corp., Pure Oil, Atlantic Re- 
fining, Santa Fe, N. Y. Central, 
Southern Pacific, Southern Railway, 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Baltimore & Ohio and International 
Nickel. 

Bonds did better in the morning, 
but fell back later. Commodities 
were umeven. Wheat at Chicago 
dropped 1% to 25% cents a bushel 
and corn was off % to 1%.

Declarer won, and 
cashed his three top diamonds, then 
laid down the club ace. The club 
jack followed and when West was 
not so accommodating as to cover, 
declarer decided that he would 
risk everything on the immediate 
finesse. If the finesse lost he 
would go down about four tricks 
and he, therefore, decided to try 
to drop the queen diamonds, failing 
which he might ‘be able to effect a 
pseudo-squeeze ard the end of 
the hand. 

Of course, declarer was pretty 
disgusted when he found his 
troubles would have been over had 
he let the jack ride, this informa- 
tion reached him when East failed 
to follow to the king of clubs.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

Y fiance has been asked to 
M ccrve as best man at a verv 

private ceremony; so private, 
in fact, that I have not been invit- 
ed. The plan is for the bride and 
groom and their attendants to go 
to the minister’s house and then 
afterward to a restaurant to have 
dinner. I must admit that I don’t 
like this arrangement and, further- 
more, think it was unkind of these 
friends to ask my fiance to go out 
in public on a foursome that does 
not include me. Haven’t you said 
that engaged people are always in- 
vited together, and don’t you think 
my fiance would show more con- 
sideration for me if he refused? 
Answer: It is true that under 
ordinary circumstances engaged 
people are asked everywhere to- 
gether—but sometimes circume- 
stances are not ordinary! In con- 
sidering this especial case, let me 
put it this way: Suppose for your- 
self, for any one of many reasons, 
could be married merely as these 
people are to be, and that you, 
therefore, could invite only your 
one best friend, who refuses to come 
without her fiance. Would it seem 
reasonable to you to have to choose 
another girl whom you care for less 
than your best friend, because you 
can’t include the stranger to whom 
she is engaged? You'd think very 
little of his taste in wanting to force 
himself into a place which your 
fiance would like to be able to 
fill with a dozen friends of his own.
